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REGISTRATION OF SERVANTS.

The advantages. derivable from the system 
of registration of servants as worked in 
Ceylon is tersely summarised by our Siuga- 
nore contemporary.

“The | 
effect of that decision is to estop the basikrape | 
Li Sheung, and the trustee of his estate. from ' 
impugning the accuracy thereof in any proceed- ! 
ings subsequent thereto. It was contended by |

1802. stated that the Committee of this Chamber 
did not see under the circumstances the 
apparatus could be usefully employed here, at 
least xo fur as ships were concerned. as in the 
first place the use of the apparatus would 
inevitably involve the detention of steamers. 
and consequent heavy expense; and in the 
second place it would be impracticable. because 
in most cases vessels calling here have large 
quantities of cargo on board for ports beyond: 
this. There would be few ships on which it 
could be used without greutly interfering with 
trade and incurring great expense to the 
shipowner and possible xerious loss to the owner 
of the goods on board. 

On further consideratio 1. and after allowing 
for the presumption mentioned in your letter 
ander reply that other ports would be unlikely 
to insist on quarantine restrictions in casos 
where vessela had been fumigated by the 
Clayton process. the Committee feel compelled 
to adhere to their previous opinion. 

I am to mention that the Port Health Officor 
of Singapore does not state under what condi- 
tions the apparatus is used nor the number of 
ships disinfected. and in view of the. great 
variety of Chinese foodstuffs and geueral 
merchandise arriving on vessels calling here on 
the way to other ports, the shipping companies 
would be very chary of risking loss through 
damage to cargo by theS. O. 2 Gas, and further 
they would probably find that in cases where 
the ships are not empty when fumigated, dead 
rata under the cargo would cause much incon- 
venience before the vessels arrived at their 
dest nations, as great difficulty will bo or- 
perienced in getting the pipes right dowu 
underneath the cargo iu a full ship in order to 
effect thorough fumigation and thereby comps, 
the rats to come up on top of the ah 2 

The committee. however, see no objection to 
the purchase of a machine provided its use is 
confined to extinguishing fires on board ships. 
for which it is eminently suitable, but they 
question whether such fires are frequent enoug 
to justify the maintenance of the necessary 
barge and staff. In any case the Committee of 
this Chamber do not consider that tha coat of 
the apparatus should be met by levying a fea 
on the vessels in which it is used. unless the 
desire to make use of it is entirely voluntary and 
not inflaenced by thre:t of quarantine restric - 
tions. 

It will be noticed that the Committee acknow- 
ledge the usefulness of the Clayton apparatus 
for fire extinguishing purposes. and are alxo 
inclined to view with favour its method of 
fumigation when applied to ships free of cargo. 
Probably the Government is already aware that 
one of the chipping firms already poswss a 
fully equipped Clayton machine, and vthern 
are likely to follow suit should snufficiont nv be 
found for it in this port.

Shanghai, 25th Aust. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co., in their Report 
on the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, state: - 
Urgent orders have continued to come froin New- 
chwang for Piece Goods, chiefly American, and it 
is said the Tientsin men have heen reselling freely 
at. handsome profits. Tke well-informed Natives 
here declare there are nat 2,000 hales ‘of those 
makes unsold. The probable shortage of the 
Native Cloth this year, awing to the interrupton 
of the Junk trade no doubt accounts largely fdr 
the demand; vide our remarks below. ‘Trade 
vith our other dependencies is falling into com- 
parative insignificance, Very satisfactory reports 
come from Corea, but the scarcity of tunnage is 
greatly hampering the trade. It is not at all 
creditable that, notwithstanding the bulk of the 
Foreign trade with that country is in English 
goods, not a single steamer flying the British 
Flag is engaged in the Coast trade, which bas to 
be dependent on occasional visits of steamers 
belonging to other Nations that have no interest 
in the cargo beyond carrying it. Manchester is 
strong und advancing, und manufacturers for the 
most yart are fully enguged fur months ahead. 
Cotton continues to rise, the Liverpool market 
being excited. The last quotations received were 
G.o4d fur Mid American and Tid fer Egyptian. 
In the States Futures have gone up about 15% 
in the lust three or four weeks. Conflicting 
rumours respecting the crop are being spread 
about, and the impression is gaining ground that 
in spite of the increased acreage it will not he
